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in its history there is no question. Every day the papers con- 
tain reports of murders, hold-ups, automobile thefts, bur: 
glaries and other crimes sufficient to make ihe heart of a de- 
cent person sick. There are days when the papers seem lo be 
mere chronicles of crime, the ordinary".news and advertising 
appearing as incidentals. 
Different papers have different 


ways of displaying ihe chapters of crime, but all contain them 
and their number appears to be constantly increasing. 


It is not lo be wondered at that there is a growing feeling 


that something must be done to check this swelling current of 
evil, a feeling that has made itself felt.in New York city to an 
extent (hat is commanding the attention of the officials. From 
that-city comes news that the wheels of: justice are -being 
speeded up in au effort to check'the wave of serious crime that 
has held the city in its grip for inaiiy months, and which prom- 
ises no abatement except as this is brought about by the strong 
ami of the law. 


For this reason Ihe courts are preparing for more vigorous 


* action than has been taken in the past. Heavier bail bonds are 


to be,required and heavier sentences imposed in cases of con- 
viction. 
It appears thai jiiiiijJi'rfg bail has been a practice more 


or less common, but if the present program is carried out these 
bonds will hereafter be set. at figures which -will menu some- 
thing; and their signers, will be responsible men. 


In the past these matters have been handled in New York 


in\the same easy manner that prevails in mosst parts of the 
country. 
II has been easy to obtain bail and postponements of 


.Irial, and in the meantime conditions have been growing worse 
rather than feller, showing that leniency is not such an effec- 
tive preventive of crime as many have imagined. 


. In recent years there has been a great deal of wlial many 


regard as fadism with reference to criminals, criminal proceed- 
.ings and the treatment of criminals after they have been placed 
behind.the bars. Certain theorists have maintained that there 
is practically no such thing as crime; thai wrong-doers, juvt-. 
'nile or adult, are simply defective and need surgical or oilier j 
treatment, chiefly that which is commonly known as molly- 
coddling. 
It has been urged lhat imprisonment is not prop- 


erly for punishment; but for reform and reclamation, and that 
it is possible to convert the great majority of prisoners into 
good citizens. 


Without doubt this is possible in some cases, but present 


conditions are stimulating a belief that something more is nec- 
essary. 
This feeling has reached New .York, if reports are 


correct, and it is rapidly spreading among decent and law- 
abiding people everywhere.
